The 
note was put on the telegraph 
at 2 o’clock, when Mr. Brvan's-resig- 
nation went into effect. 

Bryan to Appeal to Country. 

To friends Mr. Bryan amplified his 
argument in his statement regarding 
the international relations now stirring 
the American people. In these talks 
he gave sume intimation of the stress 
of his efforts in the cabinet to change 
the course taken by the administra- 
tion toward Germany, and made it clear 
that it was his purpose to sound the 
sentiment of the country to determine 
the people’s views on the differences 
of opinion. 

Mr. Bryan told several persons that 
he had felt from the day the Ameri- 
can citizen Thresher was killed on the 
British ship Falaba that Americans had 
no business traversing the war zone 
on belligerent ships. It was his view 
that Thresher did not have the same 
rights before the law as he would have 
had under ordinary circumstances be- 
cause he ventured on a belligerent ship 
into a danger zone. The element of con- 
tributory negligence, the former sec- 
retary contended, had to be considered 
in connection with all these matters.
